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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. On page 3, lines 8-10, of applicant's specification 
it is disclosed that the outer layer of polyethylene may be corona treated for the display 
of writing or illustrations. However, applicant's specification fails to provide an adequate 
written description of what corona treatment is and how polyethylene is affected by such 
a treatment so as to be capable of displaying writing or illustrations. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may. not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Publication No. US 2004/0000581 A1 to Brandolini et al. and U.S. Patent No. 5,503,328 
to Roccaforte et al. 

Brandolini et al. discloses the claimed device except for a plurality of separable 
portions with a tear strip located between the separable portions. Roccaforte et al. 
discloses that it is known in the art to provide the flap of another shipping envelope with 
a plurality of separable portions. Roccaforte et al. further discloses that it is known in 
the art to provide the flap with a tear strip between the separable portions. It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to provide the flap of Brandolini et al. with the plurality of separable portions and 
tear strip located between the separable portions as in Roccaforte et al., in order to 
permit the envelope to be opened without scissors or a knife and to permit the envelope 
to be resealed for remailing. 

Regarding claim 9, Brandolini et al. and Roccaforte et al. disclose the claimed 
invention, as discussed above, especially the first and second layers of the inner 
cushioning layer of Brandolini et al. being an ethylene polymer. See paragraph [0052]. 
However, it is uncertain if the ethylene polymer is a low density polyethylene. It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to use low density polyethylene for the ethylene polymer first and second layers 
of Brandolini et al., since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the 
art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a 
matter of obvious design choice. 
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Regarding claim 10, Brandolini et al. discloses that the film of the envelope can 
be made by any suitable process such as corona bonding. See paragraph [0051]. The 
corona bonding disclosed by Brandolini et al. meets the recitation "the outer layer is 
corona treated". 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
